But it was the International 
Live Stock Exposition that “put 
the Doddie over” with the caitle 
feeders of the United States. 
Founded in 1900, at Chicago, by 
a little group of far-sighted men, 
it brought together all the great 
interests that center about our 
live stock business—rancher, 
feeder, breeder, packer, commis- 
sion man, and for good measure 
and idealism, college and experi- 
ment s.ation. The International has now been held for twenty- 
two years, 20 shows in that time having passed, foot-and-mouth 
disease causing the abandonment of the shows in 1914 and 1915. In 
this time, the Aberdeen-Angus have won 59 inter-breed steer grand 
championships in the four principal classes—Single Steer, Steer 
Herd, Cariot and Careass—while the Herefords were taking 8, the 
Shorthorns 6, crossbreds 4, and a mixed herd containing one Aker- 
deen-Angus, one Shorthorn and one Galloway, the other one grand 
championship. 

In single steers, Aberdeen-Angus have won outright 12 grand 
championships and a 13th was a cross-bred Hereford-Aberdeen- 
Angus. In steer herds of three, there was no class the first two 
years, but at the eighteen shows since, Aberdeen-Angus have won 
12 grand championships to two for the Shorthorns, one for Here- 
fords and one for the mixed trio that contained one Aberdeen-An- 
gus, and one trio containing 2 Shorthorn-Aberdeen-Angus and 1 
Hereford-Aberdeen-Angus crossbreds. In the classic fat carlot 
show, Aberdeen-Angus have won 16 out of 20 grand championships,

The Breeders’ Gazette, commenting on that first 
carcass show, states that the judge did not stick to the usual car- 
cass standards and paid no attention to marbling. At any rate, 
the International has been entirely “black,” as far as grand cham- 
pionships are concerned, ever since. As this is the most practical 
class of all, one butcher expert judging the animals on the hoof 
and a second passing on their steaks and roasts as they hang in 
the cooler after slaughter, the question of the supremacy of the 
Aberdeen-Angus as a butcher’s beast is no longer even argued. 
The marbling of fat and lean throughout the carcass is an in- 
herited quality that no other breed has successfully imitated even 
closely, while dressing percentage, fine quality of meat and lack 
of was‘e in bone and loose fat, were ail carried to the highest points 
of perfection in the Aberdeen-Angus. 

In this connection, it might be well to mention here that the 
world’s dressing percentage for a beef animal is held by an Aber- 
deen-Angus heifer. Luxury, Smithfield champion in 1885, dressed 
76% per cent at 2 years and 8 months of age. The Michigan Agri- 
cultural College, Lansing, Michigan, also reports an Aberdeen-An- 
gus cross that dressed over 73 per cent.

The Funk 
Brothers, Bloomington, Ill., of seed corn fame, and brothers-in-lav 
of Mr. Herrick, showed the grand champion loads of 1906 and 1908. 
Practical cattle feeding of cattle bred by themselves and neighbor 
was developed to a high point by this firm, who saw in breeding 
only a more direct route to turning out a more economical product 
for the market.

Iniform classification at 
ie state fairs, shows 
and exhibitions has been desir- 
ed for some time by showmen 
generally. Accordingly at a 
‘int meeting of committees 
from the various beef breed as- 
sociations, i. e., American Aber- mn 
deen-Angus Breeders Association, merican 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, American 
Hereford Breeders’ Association and a com- 
mittee from the Association of Secretaries 
of State Fars and Expositions, held at Chi- 
cago on Tuesday, February 20th the matter 
was gone into thoroughly and the accom- 
panying schedules adopted. Showmen will 
therefore take notice and govern themselves 
accordingly. Detailed classifications as 
adopted are given that there may be no mis- 


understanding. 

It was decided and agreed not to change 
the classification for this year (1923) so 
the showings for this year will be made un- 
der the same classifications as were used 
for 1922 except that the class for calf herd 
will be changed to read: “Pair of calves, 
consisting of one bull and one heifer bred 
and owned by exhibitor.” This will obviate 
the necessity for breeders carrying two sen- 
ior heifer calves as they did last year. 

Therefore this is the classification for 
beef cattle recommended by the record as- 
sociations and adopted by the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions for 
1923: 

1. Bull, 3 years old or over. 
2. Bull, 2 years old, under 3. 

3. Senior yearling bull. 

4, Junior yearling bull. 

5. Senior bull calf. 

6. Junior bull calf. 

7. Three bulls, any age, owned by ex- 
hibitor.

11. Grand champion bull, any age. 

12. Cow, 3 years old or over. 

18. Heifer, 2 years old, under 3. 

14. Senior yearling heifer. 

15. Junior yearling heifer. 

16. Senior heifer calf. 

17. Senior champion female. 

18. Junior champion female. 

19—Grand champion female, any age. 

20. Graded herd, to consist of one bull 2 
years old or over, one cow 3 years old or ov- 
er, one heifer 2 years old, and under 3, one 
yearling heifer and one senior heifer calf. 

21. Yearling herd, to consist of one bull 
1 year old and under 2, and two yearling 
heifers.’ Females must be bred by exhibitor. 

22. Pair of calves, to consist of one bull 
and one heifer all under 1 year old and all 
bred by exhibitor. 

23. Get of sire, to consist of four ani- 
mals, either sex, any age, the get of one 
sie, get need not be owned by exhibitor. ~ 

Exhibitors are urged to familiarize them- 
selves at once with the following classifica- 
tions which were approved for the year 1924 
by the same organizations at this meeting. 
There are a number of changes of import- 
ance to exhibitors and they should not be 
confused with the 1923 list. This notice will 
give showmen ample time to make the nec- 
essary shifts in their show strings to com- 
ply with the new arrangement. — 

Especial attention is called to the fact 
that for the 1924 state fairs there has been

a class made for cows of any age with calf 
at side, calf to have been dropped after Oc- 
tober 1, 1923. This classification being 
designated as Section 13 (a). Note also the 
change in the young bull section, there being 
three sections for those calved in 1923 and 
an extra section known as Section 7 for 
bulls calved between January 1st and April 
30, 1924. Note too that for 1924 there will 
be no Junior heifer calf class at the state 
fairs. 

Section 24 “Get of Sire” carries a change 
that is perhaps the most far reaching of all. 
This group of four head must be owned by 
the exhibitor. This will not permit exhibi- 
tors to borrow from parties they have sold 
animals to. It is understood that there has 
been more or less contention upon this point 
and Secretary Gray in reporting this change 
says: “This is a point you will always find 
a good deal of difference in opinion upon, 
but in order that a uniform classification 
could be adopted is was necessary for the 
committees to give and take.” It is proble- 
matical as to just what will result from this 
new ruling. One thing sure the breeding 
bull whose progeny is snapped up as soon 
as it is ready for market will be seriously 
handicapped when it comes to competing for 
this the one coveted prize of the event, and 
the Journal wonders if the breed is really 
to zain the point sought after under this 
change. The outstanding breeding show 
bull confined to a small herd of females at 
home will be somewhat handicapped. 


You will notice and note on the end of 
the list of 1924 classifications that it states 
that beginning with the American Royal 
Show at Kansas City that a class will be 
made for the Junior heifer calves.

John Lowe New President. 

Eastern man chosen to head the Canadian Abeideen-Angus As- 
sociation at the annual meeting held at Edmenton, Alberta, on Wed- 
nesday, February 21st. 

Although the annual meeting of the Canadian Association was 
held this year m the far west the members went to the east for 
their president. There was a general feeling among the members 
that an eastern man should hold the office and both Mr. James 
Bowman and Mr. John Lowe were nominated. The vote was in 
favor of Mr. John Lowe, Elora, Ontario. Mr. Lowe has been con- 
nected with Aberdeen-Angus circles in Canada for a great number 
of years and he is very well known to many of our American 
breeders.. Mr. W. D. Lyon, of Deveron, Sask., was elected vice- 
president by the unanimous vote of the meeting. Mr. James D. Mc- 
Gregor was again elected honorary president and at the conclusion 
of the meeting Mr. James Browne the retiring president was made 
an honorary life member in recognition of his excellent work as 
president. 

The meeting was one of the most enthusiastic ever held and 
was an indication that the policy (instituted by Mr. James Browne), 
of moving the annual meeting to the different parts of the country, 
was proving very successful. It has made it possible for the asso- 
ciation to reach many members who could not travel to a meeting 
over the length and breadth of a country that is about 4000 miles 
wide. The expense involved in moving the meeting is almost neg- 
ligible and greater interest and enthusiasm has been created. 

O———— 
President’s Address. 

The address given by President Browne was as usual the out- 
standing feature of the session. He has a remarkable grasp of 
conditions effecting the farmer and cattleman and his pleasing 
style of delivery is always of great interest to our members. He 
dealt with banking and mortgages as they effect the cattle business 
and gave it as his opinion that speaking generally, these institu- 
tions were to be congratulated upon the soundness of financial con- 
ditions in this country today, but he had not this commendation to 
offer regarding the actions of the bank managers throughout the 
country. He stated that their fear of their own headquarters and 
their desire to avoid responsibility had often lead to action that 
was damaging to the cattle industry as a whole. Mr. Browne also 
spoke of the marketing problems (which everyone knows is the 
burning question with all Canadian cattlemen) he did not predict 
great results from the removal of the embargo, but stated that in 
his opinion a valuable trade would develop just as soon as we set 
ourselves to the production and feeding of cattle to suit that trade. 
A tone of optimism was apparent throughout his address, as it was 
throughout the entire session. 

The report of the secretary indicated that despite the fact 
that conditions had continually become more severe during the past 
three years the association was in a slightly better position finan- 
cially than it was on December 31, 1919. The meeting considered 
this an important fact when it is remembered that a permanent 
secretary was only employed at the beginning of 1920. Since then 
the association has undertaken much heavier expenditure than at 
any previous time in its history. To be able to carry that expendi- 
ture and still improve the position of the association during the 
period of depression is a most remarkable feat. The increase in 
the numbers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle owned in Canada is indicat- 
ed by a comparison of the number of registered owners of one or 
more pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in volume 5 of our herd 
book published in 1919 and in volume 6 published in 1922. In the 
former volume there were 1025 such iegistered owners and in the 
the latter 1625 or an increase of about 60 per cent during the three 
year period 1919-1922.

Oo——— 
The Annual Dinner. 


Following the business session a dinner was held in the Me. 
Donald Hotel Edmonton, at which Hon. George Hoadley, Minister 
of Agriculture for Alberta; Mr. G. H. Hutton, Superintendent of 
Agriculture and Animal Industry C. P. R., Calgary, and Mr. Alex 
Galbraith, Edmonton, were the chief speakers. 

In a short address of a general nature Mr. Hoadley dealt with 
the marketing question. He stated that all other questions wer 
of most minor importance as compared with it. He drew attention 
to the fact that most live stock organizations at present in exist- 
ence were directing their energies to production and improvement 
and in consequence the marketing end of the business was being 
neglected. We were approaching the marktes of the world in: 
dis-organized condition and were compelled to take what was of. 
fered for our products. In his opinion much more attention should 
be directed toward improvement and development of markets and 
market conditions. 

Mr. Hutton speaking to the “Beef Cattle Trade” pointed out 
the necessity of lowering the costs of production and getting feeds 
in line for the feeding of the right kind of animals. He spoke of 
the great increase in alfalfa, particularly in the irrigated country, 
the wide use of sunflowers and corn and the comparatively cheap 
silos now available. Dealing with the question of markets he gave 
it as his opinion that the American tariff against Canadian cattle 
would be shortly reduced by 50 per cent. This belief was based 
upon reports from the United States. So far as the removal of 
the embargo was concerned, it was Mr. Hutton’s opinion that we 
must breed and feed for this market before it would become a great 
factor in our cattle trade. 

In proposing the toast to Aberdeen-Angus cattle Mr. Alexar- 
der Galbraith was at his best. He had a wonderful fund of infor 
mation on all phases of the bieed’s activities. For one who has 
given his life to the horse business his knowledge was remarkable, 
but it indicates that the scenes of his early life are ever fresh in 
his memory and that, although he may devote his time to the dv- 
ties of his present office and previously to the horse business, his 
interests are wide enough to permit to his keeping himself well 
informed upon the movements of the Doddies. In tracing the long 
line of victories from the time of the great Paris exhibition where 
Mr. William McCombie defeated a!l comers, right down to the 
present day, Mr. Galbraith showed that the Doddies had all but 
driven other breeds from the high places in the Fat Stock Shows. 
His talk was followed by the presentation of some excellent slides 
and a film showing many fine pictures from Hildebrand’s camelé.

The following exerpts taken from the 
Farmers Home Journal published at Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, reminds us that the Dod- 
dies are invading the Blue Grass Country 
and they are making good just as they are 
everywhere they make an appearance. The 
story is being told of the first fat stock 
show and sale to be held in Kentucky: 

“Everyone was pleased when the judges 
awarded the grand championship to a steer 
that had been fed and shown by a Junior 
Agricultural club boy, E. P. Woods, Jr., of 
Stanford, Ky. Young Woods had been fit- 
ting his junior yearling Angus steer since 
last spring and had exhibited him at his 
county fair, the Kentucky State Fair and at 
the Bourbon Stock Yards Show where he 
was declared the best bullock on _ the 
grounds. The champion steer was Angus- 
Shorthorn breeding and weighed 1,260 
pounds as a junior yearling. At the auction 
sale the following day he sold for the record 
price of $1.00 per pound, making him bring 
the club member $1,260.00. He had won 
$220.00 on his steer which made his total 
earnings $1,480.00.

“At a show of this kind there is much in- 
terest as to the champion carlot. Again the 
boys’ baby beef club came to the front when 
the club exhibit from Warren county won 
the purple ribbon for the best carlot of fat 
steers in the show. Their exhibit was a 
load of purebred Angus steers and heifers 
and were the best fifteen head out of the 
thirty head the boys had fed for the show. 
The champion load weighed a little less than 
1,000 pounds per head but were well finished 
and very uniform.

Sale of Bulls. . 

In Manitoba two trains carrying bulls will 
be run again this year in an effort to reach 
the out-lying districts with a better class 
of sire. These trains are run free by the 
railroads and the operation of them is un- 
der the joint control of the Live Stock As- 
sociations the Provircial department of Ag- 
xviculture, the Live Stock exchange and the 
Railroads. Buils will be sold under the Man- 
itoba Live Stock Purchase and Sale Act, un- 
der which the government will put up 50 
per cent of the purchase price if the pur- 
chaser puts up the balance. It may be that 
similar trains will be run in Saskatchewan, 
but arrangements are as yet not definite. 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders will make a real 
effort to place a large number of tulls in 
this way. In the provinces of Ontario and 
Alberta this scheme has not yet been adopt- 
ed. The demand for cattle and particu'arly 
for bulls has very materially increased this 
year.

There is going to 
be a dearth of good bulls this spring, and 
still there are a great many bulls suitable 
for range work that should be assembled 
and sent out in carlots to the field where 
they could do the most good.
